Then, for Plastic Containers, offer for recycling if available or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary
landfill, or by incineration. Do not burn, unless allowed by state and local ordinances. For Metal Containers, offer for recycling
if available or reconditioning if appropriate, or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by other procedures approved
by state and local authorities

Then, for Plastic Containers, offer for recycling if
available or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by incineration. For Metal Containers, offer for recycling if
available or reconditioning if appropriate, or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by other procedures approved by
state and local authorities.

Nonrefillable Paper or Plastic Bags, Fiber Sacks including Flexible Intermediate Bulk Containers (FIBC) or Fiber
Drums With Liners: Nonrefillable container. Do not reuse or refill this container. Completely empty paper or plastic bag, fiber
sack or drum liner by shaking and tapping sides and bottom to loosen clinging particles.
